A partly fluted tea-urn, with engraved band and lion’s-mask 
and ring handles 


Twelve dessert-knives and forks—in mahogany case; an

An oval venison-dish—25 im. long; and eleven hot-water

A Spanish monstrance, of rock-crystal and metal-gilt, the
